The following very important passage 
has l»een added by Judge Curtis to his 
phlet on Executive Power as th 
appears in a new edition : 

These conclusions concerning the powers of 
the President cannot be shaken by the asser- 
tion that "rebels have no rights." The asser- 
tion itself is not true, in reference either to 
the seceding States or their people. 

It is not true of tboso S totes, for the gov- 
ernment of the United States has never ad- 
mitted, and cannot admit that, as Stotes, they 
are in rebellion. A State is simply incapable 
of doing any valid act, in conflict with the 
Constitution or laws of the United States; 
and the Constitution is as much the supreme 
law of the land in Tennessee to-day, as it wiu 
before the void act of secession was attempted 
by a part of its people. Else the act was ef- 
fectual, and the State is independent of the 
(iovernment of the United Stotes, and the war 
is a war of conquest and subjugation. 

Nor is the assertion, that "rebels have no 
rights," applicable to the proplr of those Stotes. 
It is strange that any one having even that 
acquaintance with public law, which Chat- 
bam s indignant protest has made familiar to 
Americans, could have failed to /eel it to be 
untrue. Wbeu many millions of people are 
involved in civil war, humanity, and that pub- 
lic law, which in modern times is humane, 
forbid their treatment as outlaws. And if 
public law, and the Constitution and laws of 
the United Stotes are now their rules of duty 
towards us, on what ground shall we deny, 
that public law and the Constitution, and tne 
laws made under it, are also oar rules of duty 
towards them? The only just idea of a law 
is, that it is a rule of action which governs all 
who are within its scope. None are so de 
graded, even by crime, as to lie too low for its 
protection . noue so elevated by position or 
power, as to oe above its reach. And when 
we advance to that highest conception of hu- 
man law, known, practically, in our own 
country only, and come to constitutional law, 
again with perfect impunitv. and there are the embodied will of the people, by which 
trooos n ar I to molest h m r make I R overn tne governors, what 

I are beyond its control; what citizens are too 
low for its protection? Penalties and forfeit- 
ures may be inflicted by the legislative power 
as punishment for crime, but not even treason, 
the most deadly of all crimes, can set tree the 
legislative or executive power, from the re- 
straints which the people s law has imposed 

of men, from under its protection. 

But if it were conceded that "rebels have no 
rights," there would still De matter demanding 
the gravest consideration. For the inquiry 
which I hare invited is not what are their 
rights, but what are our rights. 

Whatever may be thought of the wisdom of 
the proclamation of the President, concerning 
fhe emancipation of slaves, no one can doubt 
to take effect.

The 30th brigade, Gen. Dumont s division of 
Gen. Rosecraus' army, encampe<l atHartsville, 
Tennessee, was surprised on Uie 7th inst. by 
John Morgan, and, after a short tight, surren- 
dered, Morgan capturing the camp equipage, 
supply trains, and two guns, and destroying 
what he i ould not carry away. The brigade 
consisted of the 10 Uh Illinois, 10t;th and 108th 
Ohio infantry, Nicklin s battery, and a small 
detachment of the 2d Indiana cavalry. The 
lom was about CO killed and wounded. A 
special despatch states that part of the force 
fought well, but a portion broke and ran. 

It was a most wretched business. It is 
enough to make an honest patriot sick at 
heart. We suppo.-<e the prisoners will be pa- 
roled, and we trust there will be an immediate 
and searching investigation of the conduct of 
all concerned. The base cowards and mis- 
creants, who, with their country's honored 
livery upon their recreant backs, "broke and 
ran" or surrendered unnecessarily to the rebels, 
should be mode the scorn and derision and 
abhorrence of the world. A 5 the nightcap 
punishment Inflicted the other day by 
General Ro3ecrans in the streets of Nashville 
doesn t seem to have accomplished all that was 
expected of it, it should be tried again and 
more thoroughly. The miserable poltroons in 
the Hartsville affair should be first marched 
in old women's niphtcapj through all the

They would go habitually into gentle- 
men's yards and use them for the vulgarest pur- 
pose in nature right before the eyes of the whole 
families, ami, when persons nude complaint of 
such doings to Gen. Dumont, as very many 
did, the only answer they could get was, "The 
tooner you get uted to these things the better."

It is 
among those rights that tbe President shall 
not assume to decide for them a question 
which they deem of vast practical importance 
to themselves, and which they have never 
consented he should decide. It is among the 
rights of all of us, that the powers of each 
State to govern its own internal affairs, should 
not be trespassed on by any department of the 
federal power; and it is a right essential to 
the maintenance of our system of qovcrnmcnt. 
It is among the rights of all of us, that the ex- 
eeutive power should be kept within its pre- 
scribed constitutional limits, and should not 
legislate, by its decrees, upon subjects of trans- 
cendent importance to the whole people.

There will be a tremendous row about 
arbitrary arrest", without specifications of 
charges against those made prisoners; and the 
release of the prisoners without trial. The 
recklessness and imbecility — the pusillani- 
mous despotism— displayed in this matter, is 
understood to be chargeable upon Secretary 
Stanton, ard the bitterest denunciations of it 
that I have heard have lieen from some of the 
rather radical Reptiblicins. 

This representation is confirmed by the fol- 
lowing extract from a recent letter of the 
Washington correspondent of the Springfield 
Republican, himself what th« 
correspondent would style a 
Republican. 

Mr. Stanton has been compelled to do some- 
thing to satisfy public opinion respecting his 
summary arrests. He is undoubtedly tbe un- 
popular member of Mr. Lincoln's cabinet, 
though he has been very useful in his way. 
Whether be has done good enough to pay for 
the harm he has done, it would require some 
hard thinking to decide. The scales I think 
would balance. He has done a eood deal of 
good and a good deal of barm. His manners 
are very harsh and overbearing towards peo- 
ple he does not like. This is unfortunate for 
him, for lie innocently offends in his inter- 
course with bis I'ellow-men.

The arrest of traitors is right, but the 
reckless arrests of loyal people will not long 
be endured in the Free Siates, and Mr. Stan- 
ton at last perceives this fact, and acts accord- 
ingly. 

There can be no doubt that these "reckless 
arrests" have excited profound and pervading 
indignation among the loyal people of the 
North. And we presume, that, in view of 
such open censure of the arrests by the radi- 
cals themselves, there can be as little doubt 
that the indignation is not unwarranted. We 
rejoice to know that the odious practice is 
dropped. We trust it will never be taken up 
again. We, however, hove seen no evidence 
that Mr. Stanton is especially responsible for 
the arrests.

Thi Hautsvillk Afpair.— We copy the 
following from tbe Nashville Union of yes- 
terday : 

We are informed Johnson and Morgan, at 
the head of about six thousand troops, sur- 
prised and captured a brigade of abjut two 
thousand Federals, at or near Hartsville, oi 
the Cumberland river, day before yesterday 
Reinforcements were sent out immediately 
from Gallatin, and recaptured nearly all the 
arms, and retook a small number of the Fed- 
erals, together with tents, ike. We learn the 
above from passengers on the Louisville train 
The facts, as we learned them, are discredita- 
ble to the commanding officers. 

A gentleman jjtajj from Nashville informs us 
that the number of paroled troops at Harts- 
ville was 2,300, and 1,900 were captured. Our 
informant says that our troops were "sur 
prised" — that they didn't have pickets ou 
more than a quarter of a mile. We do not 
learn who was in command. Col. Stewart 
was among the prisoners. From what we 
have heard, we do not believe that any arms 
of consequence were retaken. 

Wc are glad to learn that the cowardly ras- 
cals who were recently marched through the 
streets of Nashville in nightcaps for a coward- 
ly surrender are compelled to repeat their 
march daily with the same interesting head- 
dresses. They afford more amusement than 
all the other entertainments in that city put 
together. We trust that the cortege will soon 
be swelled by the Hartsville cowards. Prob- 
ably there will be a grcnt demand for nightcaps 
in Nashville. 



Elections in Tknni.ss.ee. — Governor John- 
son, of Tennessee, has issued a proclamation 
calling for elections of Representatives to the 
Thirty-seventh Congress in the Ninth and 
Tenth Districts of that State. The Ninth 
District embraces the counties of Henry, 
Weakly, Dyer, Obion, Lauderdale, Tipton, Gib- 
son, Carroll, and Henderson, and the Tenth 
District includes the counties of Madison, Hay- 
wood, Hardeman, Fayette, and Shelby. The 
elections will take place on the 29th inst. The 
Governor concludes his proclamation with the 
qualification that no person will be considered 
as an elector qualified to vote who, in addition 
to the other qualifications required by law, 
does not give satisfactory evidence to the 
judges holding said election of his loyalty to 
the Government of the United States.

We announced a few 
days ago the hasty retreat of the rebels from 
Holly Springs and tbe burning of their army- 
tores there at the approach of Gen. Grant and 
Gen. Sherman.

And 
now we have an account of the occupation of 
Grenada by Gen. Hovey with a heavy force 
almost without opposition, and the sweeping 
down of Grant and Sherman toward the same 
point. 

The capture of Grenada is an event of great 
importance in its bearing upon the Southwest- 
ern campaign. Grenada is a great railroad 
point, and its occupation by our troops cuts off 
the rebel army on the Tallahatchie from all 
communication with both Jackson and Vick.*- 
burg. Nothing is now left to that army but 

disastrous retreat toward the line of tbe 
Mobile and Ohio Railroad, leaving Jackson 
and Vicksburg to the mercy of the Union 
armies. Thus it is now almost certain that 
those two places, as the telegraph announced 
yesterday, have been or will be abandoned to 
their fate by the rebels, and, that the Missis- 
sippi will again be richer in its commerce than 
the Pactolus was in its golden sands. 

W • expressed, in a little paragraph in 
our paper of yesterday, an earnest bope that 
aj might soon hear of a victory brilliant 
nough to dispel the gloom created by the 
Hartsville infamy. Fortunately we were able 
to announce, upon the very next page of the 
»me |>aper, a victory glorious enough to re- 
icem half a dozen such affairs as that at 
Hartsville. There can be no rational doubt 
of the splendid achievement of our forces 
near Fayetteville, in Arkansas, on Sunday- 
last, for the desi»tch announcing the partic- 
ulars of it and bearing date ol the following 
day comes from the conquered battle-field. 

Perhaps something is to be allowed for 
the natural exaggeration growing out of 
triumphant success, but undoubtedly the 
main facts of the account received are reliable. 
According to th it account, the rebels under 
Generals Hindman, Parsons, Marmaduke, 
Frost, and Rains, were twenty-four thousand 
strong, embracing the flower of the trans- 
Mississippi army and supported by eighteen 
pieces of artillery, and this powerful 
successfully withstood by not more t 
thousand Federal troops from 10 A. M. till 
dark, when Gen. Blunt arrived with 
forcement of five thousand men and several 
pieces of artillery, and then the combined 
Federal forces, amounting in all to only about 
twelve thousand men, just one half of the 
rebel forces, put the latter to flight, inflicting 
upon them terrible slaughter and driving 
over the Boston Mountains. 

Ali this was glorious, very glorious, but still 
we cannot suppress the expression ol'a feeling 
of regret that a still greater advantage was 
not gained. This victory, like nearly all our 
other victories, appears not to have lieen fol- 
lowed up. The fleeing rebels were not pur- 
sued in their flight and compelled to abandon 
their guns, equipage, Ac. Probably our forces 
were not strong enough to pursue, but yet it 
would seem that a force powerful enough to 
win a victory is generally powerful enough to 
take the utmost advantage of it There may 
have been no mismanagement in allowing 
seven thousand men to be exposed for seven 
long hours to the fearful shocks of assault 
from a rebel army of twenty-four thousand, 
but it seems a pity that such things should 
occur. If there was any want of generalship 
on the Federal side before the battle, it was 
nobly redeemed by the most gallant soldier- 
ship in the battle. 

It is a fact worthy of note, that, although 
Arkansas, whose people claim to be the most 
fighting population in tl-e world, has been a 
theatre of war for considerably more than a 
year, there has not been upon its soil a single 
battle that did not result in a signal victory to 
the Federal cause.

in his Message, implies 
by his words that the policy of bis emanci- 
pation proclamation will be adhered to, yet at 
the same time he puts forth a plan, which, as 
we have already shown, is strangely incon- 
sistent with it. Assuming that our national 
strife grows either directly or indirectly out 
of the prevalence of slavery in a portion of 
the i ountry, he proposes to remove the cause, 
not immediately, but in a term of years. And, 
that this end may be reached under the au- 
spices of peaceful compromise rather than un- 
der the pressure of bloody war, he proposes a 
series of articles which shall be adopted as 
amendments to tbe National Constitution, de- 

pation by the slaveholding Stotes. These ar- 
ticles provide that whenever any slaveholding 
State, before the year 1900. shall abolish slave- 
ry, a specified sum in United Stotes bondsshall 
be paid for every slave shown to have been in 
the State by tbe census of 1460, and that any 
State re-establishing slavery after receiving 
such compensation shall refund tbe money. 
They further provide that all slaves actually 
freed by tbe chances of war shall remain free, 
tnd, if the property of loyal citizens, shall be 
paid for by the United Stotes Government at 
the same rate as is provided in cases of Stotes 
abolishing slavery, and that Congress may 
appropriate money or otherwise provide for 
the voluntary colonizing of free blacks out- 
side of the United Stotes. These articles, the 
President says, are intended to embody a 
plan of mutual concessions, respectively 
made by those who would perpetuate sltvery, 
by those who would abolish it suddenly and 
without compensation, hy those who would 
abolish it gradually and with compensation, 
by those who would remove the freed people 
from us, and by those who would retain them 
in the land. 

It seems to us most extraordinary that the 
President, whom we regard as an honest man 
and a patriot, if he really cherishes high expecta- 
tions in regard to the operation of tbe plan he 
recommends, stilt proposes to proclaim on the 
1st of January that "all persons held as slaves 
within any State, or designated part of a 
State, the people whereof shall then he in re- 
bellion against the United Stotes, shall be 
then, thenceforward, and forever free." The 
National Intelligencer, in remarking upon the 
subject, justly says that "either the late proc- 
lamation of emancipation must be considered 
by its author as null and void; thus offering no 
impediment to the subsequent adoption of his 
plan, or else the President baa mocked him- 
self and the country by projecting a great 
plan of reconcilement and at the same time 
foreclosing tbe conditions which give to that 
plan its grandeur and its usefulness as a means 
of pacification.

Such are obviously the 
hounds of the President s lawful military au- 
thority. If he tuny in his mere discretion 

bound-, be may in his mere .list retion I.hv- 
fully do any other act whatsoever; in short, 
his mere discretion, on this assumption, lie- 
comes his only law, and the only law of the 
laud. The assumption makes the President 
in time of war ex-othcio a Military Dictator, 
which, to every riyht-roinded American, is 
absurd. 

Nor does the |iartieular ease adduced by the 
tiu/.ette lavor in the least this monstrous as- 
sumption. The I^ouisville Courier was pub 
lislied within tbe lines of the Army and in 
tbe midst of a semi hostile population.

Besides, the President, or indeed 
any other officer of the government, as we 
do not deny, may, in tbe presence of an 
in-tant and oveipou crinp n. u-.iu. tnk' 
the responsif.ility of acting contrary to 
law, confiding in the purity of his mo- 
tives, avowing the unlawfulness of his 
act. and throwing himself frankly upon the 
mercy and generosity of the courts or of the 
law-making power. But this is a widely dif- 
ferent thing from acting contrary to law with 
tbe bold assumption of acting pursuant to 
law. The one is a sudden breach of law : the 
other is a deliberate usurpation of |K>wer. The 
one is an offence which may be forgiven or 
corrected.

We think we have answered the Gazette 
with sufficient explicitness, but in order to 
attain somewhat greater explicitness we will 
follow our contemporary through the illustia- 
tionsor variations of tbe passage above-quo- 
ted.

If we deny 
the right in one case, we must deny it in tbe 
other. 

By no means; for tbe right in the latter case- 
is derived from tbe lawful authority of tbe 
President as Commander-iu-Chief, which does 

to be outside of the theatre of war, 
and within tbe sphere of the unobstructed op- 
eration of tbe laws. Tbe two cases are in law 
entirely dissimilar. Tbe one lies clearly in 
the lawful sphere of the civil power: the 
other lies clearly in tbe lawful sphere of the 
military power. The President as Comman- 
der-in-Chief may lawfully deal with tbe last 
but not with tbe first. With that the civil 
power alone may lawfully deal, tor the 
reason that tbe civil power, being unob- 
structed, bas exclusive jurisdiction of the 
case. Wherever the civil authority is 
not only supreme but unchallenged, the mili- 
tary authority has no lawful right to interfere. 
It is bound to stop and vail itslionoct on the bor- 
ders of that charmed region. If laws are silent 
in the midst ol arms, arms in return are or 
lie silent in the midst of laws.

Congress in lepislating and civil authorities 
in executing laws are l*>und by the Consti- 
tution; but there are mnny things necessary 
in war, which are done I v virtue of the war 
power vested in tbe commander of our armies, 
for which we would seek in vain for direct 
authoiity in the Constitution. 

Very true; nevertheless, these things, all 
things indeed which arc legitimate in war, 
are authorized by the constitution, which is 
the supreme law of the land, alike in peace 
and in war. The laws of war form a con- 
stituent |iart of the constitution, and, conse- 
quently, they lioth empower and bind the 
President in his military ca|weity as complete- 
ly as if they were particularized in tbe instru- 
ment. In fine, everything which the Com- 
mander-in-Chief and his suliordinates may 
lawfully do is authorized directly or indirectly 
by the constitution; that is to say, they law- 
fully can do nothing which the constitution 
directly or indirectly does not authorize. The 
nstitution is the great charte r of the sovereign 
people. Subject to their will, expressed in the 
appointed mode, that charter is supreme and 
sacred. No public servant high or low has a 
lawful right in jieace or war to violate the 
c institution. In our noble system of govern- 
ment there is absolutely no place for arbitrary 
power. Our country is of law "all compact.' 
The military power is subjected to the consti- 
tution just as clearly as the civil power is.

AjVaJM in the Moi'ntains.— We have re- 
ceived a letter from a correspondent at Lon- 
don, Ky., under date of December Mb. Our 
correspondent is a refugee from Huntsville. 
Tenn., and feels much interest in events which 
are occurring in that region. On the Tth No- 
vember a rebel force of eleven hundred men 
crossed the Cumberland Mountains by way of 
Big Creek Gap. Arriving there, they sepa- 
rated into three detachments, one detachment 
going trough Whitley county by way of Boston 
to Williamsburg, thence across Gilico Moun- 
tain to Gilico Creek, and thence to Marsh 
Creek. From that point they marched across 
to Pouch Creek, Scott county, Tennessee, and 
quartered on the farm of Mr. J. Chitwood. 
tin the route they stole eighty-nine horses. 
Another detachment crossed the mountains 
about eighteen miles above, in Scott county, 
and visited the residence of Dennis Tramel. 
The third detachment crossed still higher up, 
and proceeded up Smith Creek, burning 
the residence of Mr. Carwell Cross, steal- 
ing from him $G90 in gold and driving 
away fourteen of his horses. On the !»th ult. 
the same party burned the residence of Dennis 
Tramel, afterward going to Jas. Chitwood s, 
at whicsh point they joined one of the detach- 
ments from which they had previously scjwira- 
ted. On the 10th they resumed their march 
towards Huntsville, burning houses, shooting 
stock, and committing other outrages on tbe 
way. Near the headwaters of Buffalo Creek the 
reliels encountered a number of Capt. Duncan's 
Home Guards. A skirmish ensued in which four 
of the nliels were killed and several wounded, 
the Home Guards sustainingno loss whatever. 
The rebels then retreated down Buffalo creek, 
destroying and carrying off everything valua- 
ble that fell in their way. On the route they 
captured Larkin Cross and Ransom Conover, 
both of whom they hanged in the apple-or- 
chard belonging to the Widow Angel. Mr. 
Cross was a good citizen, and his loss is se 
verely felt. He leaves a wife and five inte- 
resting children. Mr. Conover belonged to 
the Second (loya') Tennessee infantry, and 
was ill at the time he was so cruelly murdered. 
H' 1 was highly esteemed by his neighbors, 
and leaves a wife and two children wholly 
unprovided for. On the lllh ult. the rascals 
recrossed the mountains and made their way 
to Jacksboro. Our corresjaindent informs u- 
that the reliels are committing many depre- 
dations in W hitley county, Ky.

sian Government to the 1- Tench proposals of 
mediation in America: 

Sir: I herewith inclose you a copy of a des- 
patch from M. Drouyn de l.huys. which the 
Duke of Montebello has been obliged to com- 
municate to us. 

It concerns theatl'airs of North America, and 
its object is to invite us to an <nt'Ht> with 
¥ ranee and England to take advantage of the 
j>ir*erit (attitude of the parties to propose, in 
common, a 6us|iension of hostilities. 

In rej.lv to this overture I reminded the 
French Embassador of the solicitude which 
our august master has never ceased to feel in 
the American conflict from \U very onset— a 
solicitude caused l></ the amitohli nlatiotis er- 
i. tin : / I, it ween the two countries, and of which 
the Imperial Cabinet has given public proofs. 
I have assured him that nothing could better 
re.-|Hind to our wishes than to see approach 
the termination of a struggle which we de- 
plore, and that to this effect our Minister at 
Washington has instructions to seize every 
favorable op|iortunity to recommend modera- 
tion and conciliation, so as to appease conflict- 
ing passions aud lead to a wise settlement of 
the interests at stake. I admitted That such 
IMMh would certainly have greater weight 
it" presented simultaneously and in the same 
■Madly manner by the Great Powers who 
take an interest in tbe issue of this conflict. 

But I added that, in ouropiuion, what ought 
S|iecially to be avoided was the u/'/narmatt tf 
twmmmmn whatttm* of a nature to wound 
pulilie opinion in the United States, and to ex- 
cite mmceptihililiet very easily aroused at the 
bare idea of foreign intervention. Now, ac- 
cording to the information we have hitherto 
received, wc are inclined to believe that a 
e-ombined step between F ranee, England, and 
Russia, no matter how conciliatory and how 
cautiously made, if il were taken with an offi- 
cial and collective character, would run the 
risk of causing precisely tbe very opposite of 
the ot.ject of pacification, which is the aim of 
tlie \\ isbesj of the three Courts. 

We have, therefore, drawn the conclusion 
that if the French Government f.hould persist 
in deeming a formal and collet live step oppor- 
tune, and that if the English Cabinet shares 
that opinion, it would be impossible for us, at 
the distance wc are at, to anticipate the man- 
ner in which such a measure would be receiv- 
ed. But, if in that case our Minister should 
not participate officially, his moral support is 
not the less acquired beforehand to any at- 
tempt at conciliation. 

Bv giving it to his colleagues of France and 
of England under the friendly form (forme 
ofKneusf) which he might deem best suited to 
avoid the appearance of pressure, M.de Stoeckl 
will only lie continuing the position and lan- 
guage which, by order of our august master, 
he ha? never ceased to have observed since the 
cornmcnorment of tho American quarrel.

at once recognize the sentiment avowed by the 
Editor of the Tribune as t-olitical treachery in 
its meanest and most shameless form. So 
much for the patriotism of the leader of the 
radicals. A viler counterfeit never insulted 
the public sense. 

Very different is the result of the applica- 
tion of the same test to the patriotism of the 
conservatives. And here we at present shall 
content ourselves with citing one or two ex- 
amples. "On the contrary," says the Buffalo 
Courier, the leading conservative journal in 
Western New Vork, noticing the very passage 
from the Tribune we have quoted above, "tve 
are opposed to mediation and arbitration. We 
bedieve the American laoplc can settle their 
difficulties in a manner satisfactory to Hiem, 
without either friendly or hostile foreign inter- 
vention. To consent to abide an arbitra- 
tion would be to hazard a decree of separa- 
tion, and that is a contingency not to be 
contemplated. When the factionists, the abo- 
litionists, and the ultraists generally, who 
have unfortunately a controlling voice in the 
administration of the government, have still 
further demonstrated their incompetence to 
carry on war er conclude peace, and men who 
know something of the principles of govern- 
ment are at the head of affairs, the jieople of 
the 'Union as it was' will find some honor- 
able method of restoring tbe integrity of the 
nation. A peace secured on the basis of Dis- 
union would only be the beginning of anoth- 
er war. The fire-ea*rs of the South and the 
malignants of the North will, ere long, so ut- 
terly lose the confidence of tbe people of their 
respective sections of the country, that tl 
problem of the restoiation of the I'nion will 
he materially simplified. Meanwhile, we are 
opposed to any outside intermeddling with our 
unfortunate intestine strife. ' This has the 
ring of genuine patriotism. No one can mis- 
take it. No genuine patriot can fail to ap- 
plaud it. 

With the like result does tbe New York 
Journal of Commerce abide this test. Our 
•eadcrs know that the Journal of Commerce 
is the especial organ of the commercial inter- 
ests of the metropolis of the I'nion and indeed 
of the New World. Though conservative by 
(•osition as well by conviction, the possibility 
of a dishonorable peace neither seduces the pa- 
triotism nor abases the dignity of this wise 
and able champion of the I'nion. "The terms 
of Earl Russell'3 reply to the French pro|>o3- 
al," says the Journal of Commerce, "afford 
material for careful consideration. The rea- 
son assigned is simply that there is no proba- 
bility that the Federal Government will accept 
the offer now, and that a refusal at this time 
would make it impossible to renew the prop- 
osition at an early date. The British Govern- 
ment seems to anticipate the possibility of a 
time not far distant when such a proposal may 
be acceptable in this country. Had the noble 
secretary taken into his mind more clearly the 
political condition of this country he might 
have found a better reason for his refusal than 
this which he assigns: — Mediation offered and 
occ'/'inl implies dissolution of the Union al- 
ready accomplished. This is the grand reason 
why it is impracticable. Mediation can only be 
made between two existing powers. To accept 
an ofl'er of mediation would hi; equivalent to an 
acknowledgment of the Southern Confederacy. 
Whenever tbe Administration arrives at that 
point of determination, there will he no need 
of mediation, for the government of this coun- 
try will have been conquered in the war, and 
the whole objects of the rebellion will have 
been attained. It is therefore clearly impossi- 
ble for the United States to accept mediation 
at any time, nor is there the slightest prospect 
that any change in sjuliment in this country 
will make such an offer any more acceptable 
ut a future day than at present." Here, too, 
speaks the spirit of genuine patriotism. And 
in this true and manly speech the conservatives 
in general heartily unite. 

By the way, the Journal of Commerce ends 
its remarks on this head with a practical les- 
son that we beg most earnestly to second. 
We quote it in full. " But there is in the let- 
ter of Earl Russell," says our contemporary, 
"that which ought to suggest to Mr. Lincoln 
the vast importance of his Administration be- 
ing the Administration of the sovereign peo- 
ple of the United States. Already tbe British 
Secretary seems to think of 'public opinion in 
America as something distinct from the Gov- 
ernment. This is an idea which ought not to 
be encouraged, but whiJ^^Blitli ■ - \t ill be- 
come impressed on the il^ms of Kuropean 
statesmen if it shall apjH'ar that the Adminis- 
tration is determined to pursue a policy of war 
disapproved by the expressed public opinion 
of the land. The Government will then seem 
weak, and will not command the respect of 
Europe as it would if the President were clearly j 
and unequivocally engaged in prosecuting the 
war as the people wish it prosecuted. If the 
news went out to England that the great voice 
of America uttered in the recent elections was 
the voice of the Government, adopted by the 
President as the representative of the people, 
and it thus became known to the nations ot 
Europe that the war in America was the war 
of the jieople, prosecuted according to the 
views of the people, Eirl Russell might and 
would see that it was vain to hope for any day 
when the Powers of Europe would be invited 
or permitted to intervene or mediate between 
the Government aud its revolting subjects. 
It eminently, therefore, becomcj the President 
to strengthen the cause of the Union, to 
strengthen the Government of the United 
Slates, by showing the world that the people 
and the Administration are not disagreed on 
any important line of policy in the war.'' 
This is most unquestionably a pregnant con- 
sideration. Its justness and force should 
carry conviction irresistibly to the mind of 
the President^

Colonel McHenrv Dismissed from the 
Sbbvice. — A special despatch from Washing- 
ton contains the following order from the War 
Department: "Colonel John Mcllenry, Jr., cf 
the Seventeenth Kentucky Volunteers, having 
issued an order, dated October 27, 1802, to his 
regiment, which order is in violation of the 
article of" war approved March 13, 18«»2, is, by- 
direction of the President, hereby discharged 
from the service of the United States." Col. 
McHenry's offending order is understood to 
have been one requiring his soldiers to return 
fugitive slaves. 

The paragraph aliove appeared the other 
morning on the local page of the Journal. 
Wc are sure the closing sentence does injustice 
to Colonel Mcllenry. Although we do not 
now rememlier the exact terms of his "offend- 
ing order," we have a very clear and distinct 
impression that the order did not require "his 
soldiers to return fugitive slaves," for we col- 
lated it with the new article of war at the 
time, and, as we well remember, were satisfied 
that on a lair construction the two did not at 
all conflict. We have now no doubt whatev- 
er on this point. 

In our opinion, the act of the War Depart- 
ment in dismissing Colonel Mcllenry from the 
service is as unlawful as it is unjust, and we 
deem it cruelly unjust. Colonel Mclfenr 
not only a most gallant and accomplished sol- 
dier and a thorough-going patriot, but his 
services in this war have been arduous, unre- 
mitting, and brilliant. Tho army does not 
contain a more faithful officer or a more loyal 
man: it does not contain one more 
of promotion or less deserving of 
His order may have been expressed indis- 
creetly, for orders written on drum-heads are 
not usually couched in measured language, 
but it wai lawful in import, as most un- 
questionably it was loyal in purpose, 
while its jiolicy not only was sound and ne- 
cessary but is now the prevailing and unchal- 
lenged (iol icy in the Military District of Ken- 
lucky. It must be owned that these consid- 
erations are of right weighty enough to over- 
poise a fault much greater than a mere clerical 
indiscretion. 

We ccrtaiuly do not reckon it consistent 
with respect for Colonel Mcllenry as an hon- 
orable man and as a Kentuckian, nor indeed 
with our own self-respect, to put up any plea 
or entreaty in his behalf, yet we cannot help 
believing, that, on a fuller examination of the 
case, the War Department, in sheer justice to 
a devoted and chivalric soldier of the Union, 
will recall the sentence of his dismission. If 
we should prove mistaken in this belief, we 
shall derive little or no satisfaction from the 
con3ciousne3^ that in the end tlr; public cause 
will lie the only loser.

We should have expected more fairness from 
the Evansville Journal. The Editor copies 
that portion of our correspondent's letter 
which says that the only alternative, if tbe 
President persists, must be revolution or sub- 
mission, but omits a subsequent passage which 
excludes revolution and enjoins upon the con- 
servatives to counsel obedience to the powers 
that be, and to rely upon the help of a super- 
intending Providence. Is it possible that our 
old friend at Evansville has in view any pur- 
pose which he suptioses he can accomplish by 
making his readers think that our correspon- 
dents are urging the policy ot revolution?

Col. Mcllenry, of this State, has been 
dismissed from the Federal service for an im- 
puted violation of an order of war in adver- 
tising to deliver up all the slaves in his camp 
to their owners whether loyal or disloyal. 
Some, we are told, suppose that the notice thus 
issued by Col. Mcllenry was identical in 
terms with the instructions recently given by 
Gen. Boyle, but this is a mistake. We be- 
lieve the essential policy of the two 13 the 
same, but Col. McHenry's order was expressed 
much less carefully than Gen. Boyle's is. Gen. 
Boyle's order is that slaves shall not be 
admitted within the military lines at all. 
Whether Colonel McHenry's notice was 
or was not insubordination, certainly that 
of Gen. Boyle is not. Gen. B.'s policy 
violates no order either of Congress or the 
President or the Secretary of War. It is 
precisely the policy upon which Gen. Halleck 
acted in Missouri, and it is the only policy 
which can properly or safely be acted on in 
Kentucky. It works well. It works admira- 
bly. 

We regret that Col. Mcllenry is dismissed. 
He has been one of our most skilful and gal- 
lant officers. Be loves the Union cause, and 
he h:is bled for it, und he would willingly 
bleed for it again even though the blood should 
tric kle from his heart. If he has been guilty 
of auy error in the construction of his duties, 
it was certainly unintentional. We hope 
that the Government wiU see good cause to 
restore him promptly to his position. 

jfcqJF* The crossing of the Rappahannock at 
Fredericksburg by our troops appears to have 
been very hotly disputed by the re'iels. But 
the difficult and perilous enterprise was ac- 
complished. There was a violation of rebel 
faith in firing from the houses, but this was 
promptly and effectually punished in the de- 
molition of the houses by the Federal artillery. 
At the latest dates, the bulk of our forces 
seemed to be in full possession of the little that 
was left of Fredericksburg, and to be advancing 
toward the main rebel fortifications. A gen- 
eral engagement was expected to t ike place 
to-day, and the expectation will probably be 
realized unless the reliels, afraid to risk a 
regular battle at that paint, have retreated or 
are retreating toward the stronger fortifica- 
tions immediately in front of their capital. 

The rebels between Richmond and the Rap- 
pahannock have certainly kept the secret of 
their strength remarkably well. We do not 
believe that even Gen. Burnside has been able 
to obtain any reliable information as to the 
numbers he may have to encounter. But he 
will very soon learn whatever il to be learned. 
We expect intelligenca to-day either of a great 
federal victory or a great rebel flight. Vet, if 
Lee's whole army is awaiting the shock in the 
fortifications back of Fredericksburg, the battle 
about to take place will probably be one of the 
most dreadf ul in al l histo. y.

■jq^f We are permitted to publi-h the - li- 
joined letter from General Gillmore to a friend 
in Ohio. We hope the letter will in MM 
measure silence tbe clamors of the radicals on 
the subject treated. It certainly should. We 
at any rate command it to the best con-idera- 
tion of all concerned. It will be remarked 
that General Gillmore's very triumphant ex- 
planation covers Hie ground occupied by the 
recent order of General Boyle:

M. R. Keitl h Esq Cleveland, Ohio. 

My Dk vr Sir: I am in receipt of your note 
of the Jtith ult., enclosing sundry slips from 
Cleveland newspapers, in which the « ritcrs 
condemn in unmeasured terms my course, as 
they understand it, in regard to contrabands. 

I am certain they do not fully appreciate 
the subject. 1 am convinced, and one week's 
sojourn here would thoroughly convince them, 
that the policy which they condemn, slightly 
modified perhaps, is the only one adapted to 
the loyal State of Kentucky. 

The writers seem to forget that Kentucky 
is loyal, that she his now and always has had 
a full representation in Congress, that conse- 
quently wc are not iu the enemy's country; 
that martial law does not exist here, and that 
tbe civil authorities are in the full exercise 
and enjoyment ot their legitimate functions, 
the same" as they are in the State of Ohio, or 
any other loyal State. 

They contrast, unfavorably to myself, my 
order and Gen. Grant's on this subject, ignor 
ing the fact, which contains the jjist of tin 
whole matter, that Mississippi and Tennessee, 
where Gen. Grant is operating, are in 
sis/tent rebellion by their own deliberate a. is, 
while Kentucky is true to her allegiance. 

Force of circumstances has made me an un 
willing and reluctant actor on thi3 question; 
my education and profession make me, I trust 
an unprejudiced one. While I regret that t 
course which is demanded of me by the posi 
tive orders of my military superiors, and 
which my own judgment dictates as eminent- 
ly proper, should not meet the approval of 
my former friends, I congratulate myself that I 
am not yet, and never have been, placed in 
position where I could be swerved from a plain 
and evident line of duty, by any political par- 
ty or organization sitting in judgment on my 
actions. As a soldier I nave schooled myself 
to ignore such things. My desire, in these try 
ing times, is to serve my country to the best of 
my ability, obeying the orders of my military 
superiors according to tbe rules and articles of 
war. 

I have never returned a slave to any claim 
ant, loyal or disloyal, and never will. I will 
not even turn them out of ray lines if I know 
or suspect the owners or their agents are 
waiting to seize them. Such a course would 
lie not only a violation of the spirit of the 
law, but repugnaut to ray own feeliags. But 
while I am unwilling that any of my troops 
should become slave catchers, I consider it my 
sworn duty to see that they do not contrac 
the demoralizing habit of indiscriminate an 
propriation of private property, particularly- 
slave property, in the loval Stale 
among the loyal people of Kentucky. They 
are n"t here for that purpose. 

I claim the right, under existing laws an 
orders, and the the usage and custom of war, 
to exercise entire military control over all 
non-combatants within my lines, whether 
clerks, teamsters, or servants, regardless of 
their color or social position. Any compul 
sory restriction of that right in the field woul 
ruin any army, but especially a Union army 
in a slave State, and convert it into an ungov 
ern.ible and licentious mob. If I have no 
right to ke-ep contrabands beyond my lines it 
is my drty to harbor them; and if bound to 
receive one I am equally bound to receive 
thousands, without regard to s»x, until every 
soldier, restrained only by individual caprice 
or lust, would have with him a negro man o 
a negro woman, und this colossal and de 
handling abuse would find its only practical 
limit in satiety. 

What honor could such an army expect to 
reap on the field of battle ? What punish men 
would be too severe for the commander wh 
would prostitute it to such ignoble ends ' 

Aside from considerations of professional 
utility and propriety. I have no feeling in this 
matter. It is not my aim to harm the negro, 
or specially to serve the master, but to serve 
and save from debasing vices the gallan 
soldiers intrusted to my care, and prepare them 
for the honors and dangers of the day of bat 
tie. I claim to be a philanthropist and shall 
rejoice to see every slave free in a legal and 
constitutional way, at the proper time and i 
the proper manner. But it is not my duty i 
Kentucky *o free them, and would not be if I 
held supreme command here, and I do not 
intend to become tbeir custodian, to the de 
moralization of ray command. When ordered 
to do so 1 will discharge tbe duty to tbe best 
of my ability. Until then I shall exercise at 
my discretion, under restrictions from superior 
authority, the right to send them away when 
ever they become a serious impediment to the 
discipline and efficiency of my command. 

Nothing short of this would satL fv my con- 
victions of the duty I owe my country, or 
free me from tbe charge of incompetency 
and neglect. 

Please excuse the blunt and unfinished man- 
ner in which, for want of lime, I am com- 
pelled to express my opinions, and believe me.

The troops which crossed below are sleeping 
on tbeir arms to-nigbt, tbe advance being 
within three-ouartcrs of a mile of the Massa- 
panix creek, their left resting on the Rapahan- 
nock. The enemy occupies tbe opposite side 
of tbe creek in force. The guns posted on tbe 
hank this side of the river silenced the ene- 
my's artillery. Altera duel of half an hour 
thev ended the firing for the day. 

T"he only damage done by the rebel shells 
thrown into the city was to add so much to 
its destruction. Twenty-five of our men were 
killed last night in the streets while driving 
the reliels out. Nearly every house in the city 
bas been damaged more or less by the firing 
of the past few days. Several splendid resi- 
dences have been completely riddled, as also 
all the churches. The fire appeared to be di- 
rected on the most prominent of the edifices. 
Several cases of wanton destruction of prop- 
erty by our troops occurred when they en- 
tercl. Property which could lie of no use to 
the enemy remained in many of the houses. 

Some of our troops mistook the British Hag 
for a secesh, aud tore it from the residence of 
the British Consul. This morning tbe owner 
came over to recover it, and it was returned 
to him. 

Washington, Dec. 11. 

The President transmitted to the Senate, to- 
day, all the information in his possession 
touching the late I •dian barbarities in Minne- 
sota.

Between four aud five o'clock tbis morning 
the pontoon train, in charge of tbe 17tb and 
.10th New York Engineers, under command of 
Gen. Woodbury, proceeded to the river bank, 
where, with infantry supports, an attempt was 
made to throw three bridges across the river. 
The dull hare so obscured the movement that 
for a time it was not discovered by the rebel 
picket*. The pontooniers had succeeded in 
partially constructing the bridges, when tbe 
rebels suddenly opened a brisk and deadly fire 
of musketry from along the river banks and 
windows of houses, compelling a cessation of 
work. 

Returning to the cover of the surrounding 
hills, the men again formed, and. about I 
oclock, tho attempt was renewed; but the 
reliels had now been thoroughly aroused, and, 
with areinforccmentof sharpshooters, swarmed 
to the opposite banks and adj.icent bonses. 
Nothing daunte.k by the hot fire which they 
poured in at the reappearance of our troop*, 
the pontooniers went gallantly to work, but a 
rain-storm of bullets enveloped them, and the 
planks and boats were riddled at every volley. 
Once more they were compelled to withdraw 
and fall liack to tbe cover of a ridge of hills 
running parallel with the river. It is evident 
tli it the rebels have determined to use trie 
houses of the city for a defence, contrary to 
an implied agreement in a correspondence 
which recently passed by a flag of truce. 

t >rders were given to our artillerymen to 
fire upon the city; accordingly Benjamins, 
Edwards', Muhlenberg's, and other batteries 
of the 1th corps, together with the batteries of 
the corps to the right aad left of the city, 
commenced almost a simultaneous bombard- 
ment. The fog was so dense that it was impos- 
sible to see but a short distauce beyond the 
edgeof the river. The houses, however. in which 
the rebel sharpshooters had put themselves 
were plainly visible, and to them the lire was. 
for a time, particularly directed. Tbe etlect 
was their partial demolition in a short time 
after the hrst fire, and they became untenable 
by the rebel ritlenien, wbo retreated to tbe 
rear ol the town, where they took shelter be- 
hind, as yet, unharmed buildings. 

By seven o'clock the bombardment became 
general, and from that time till one o'clock 
the roar of artillery was incessant. The bat- 
teries of the Oth raked the streets with shell, 
shrapnel, and grape. Though the fog still con- 
tinued to obscure in a measure the result* of 
these discharges, the rebels with the greatest 
stubbornness still kept within the city, and at 
times parties e>f them could be seen going from 
one point to another in donble quick. The 
slaughter cannot but be fearful amongst them. 
1 1 was somewhat singular that the rebel 
batteries did not return the fire of our guns.

third attempt to construct bridges, after prev i- 
otis ineffectual attempts on the part of the en- 
gineers to cross. A party of 80 men ot the.rtth 
Connecticut, under Capt. Marsh, volunteered 
to assist in this new endeavor to finish the 
bridges, and once more a column, with this re- 
inforcement, started. I'nderthe direction of 
Gen. Woodbury, they seized tb* planks aad 
carried out some dozen to the end of the 
3tring-boats, placed a part of them, and were 
then compelled to retire under a very galling 
fire from rebel sharpshooters, who were se- 
curely in rifle-pits below tbe range of artillery, 
and within 1"> or '20 feet of the river'3 edge.

Shrewd orebard- 
lsts, who kuow bow to secure a pennant-tit 
demand for their products, as well as to obtain 
tbe highest prices, will be first to adopt these 
in sJm uf inainifaetiiring tbe finest article, and 
unless oilier* (j|l in they will be left in tbe 
lunh. The next twenty years, if tbe world

t»f ereellent fruit, and tn the dist-rimination 
lietween a poor and a fine article.

ha.1, they w ill reject it with disdain. This will 
become true to a great extent, aooner or later, 
fruit for market must trim

Grant s armv went up 
to ■> ii an n ah on tbe north bank ol the Ten- 
nessee, but was toon sent nine miles further 
up the river to Pittsburg Landing, on the 
south bank The old principles ol war tench 
iu Unit a river is au excellent obstacle to have 
between us and an enemy we are not quite 
readv lo fight. Whether Gen. Grant desired 
to hght tbe armv in front of him has never 
beeo'inade known— whether he was readv to 
fiffhi that armv the MptJ VUtf plainly shows. 
Tlii i. is .i mv'sU-rv which enshrouds Mie fatal 
Sundav which ended so disastrously Unfile 
A t in r of the Teun-M-e which will probablv 
never l«- removed. It is one of the grand 
events that go to make up the unwritten hi*- 
tory of war. We can only now study tbe 
fa.is and the coiisc«|ilclices : the causes , 
hidden, at b ast from the public view. 

tJeiieral Grant s army was thrown across 
the river mid cncarap'- l upon gtound that was 
t-iidentlv not selected for a battle-field. On 
tin- mornineof the bth of April, l-'i-. it was 
surprised, driven from its camps, and. notwith- 
standing the heroic exertions of individuals 
and individual regiment.-. wa3 as an army fo- 
ully deflated and routed. And these eere 
ttn- sume men who had gained imperishable 
glorr at Fort Donelson under the same Gen- 
eral" and led by tbe same subordinate oflicers. 
There tbev were heroes; here thousands of 
them acre crowding the river bank, disen- 
cumbered of their arms and everything that 
wonld impede their flight, and only stopping 
at tbe water s edge, while some sought the 
-ti ani- r- as a means ot esc.i|>e. others closely 
scanned the width of the nier, prompted by 
the nuick instinct of self-preservation ; meas- 
uring within themselves tbe pro' .ability of their 
l-inr able to reach the opiwsile shore. \ et these 
men were not cowards. The guns of Donelson 
had swept through their ranks, aud they bad 
not wavered. But now, surprised and over- 
whelmed, the contagion of dismay spread 
among them. The shoulder-to-shoiilder cour- 
age, so essential to success, was lost : and the 
deep battle-crv ot I'ooelson rose to Mi- shriek 
of ' S.iu- y>« />«-.'. as they w ep- hurled back 
upon the river. 

But all this time where was the "sister ar- 
mv which was lo lend the helping band ' 
Elated with their successes, confident of their 
strength, and in close, compact columns, the 
whole Army of tbe Ohio was marching u|>on 
the one direct road to Savannah, with all their 
equipage, and their miles of wagon trains. 
Ther were ye! all within striking distance of 
e*cli otlnr. <bi t'ae evening of the fifth 
of April, *he a lrsnce dhision under 
General Neison had reached Savannah. 
licCook's . n.i Crittenden > were the 
su-jec-ding Divisions Woods and Thom- 
as lli visions were following. As the leading 
Divisions approached Savannah on that event- 
ful ftabtitn, there came rolling through the 
air, like the t mod of distant thunder, a low, 
rumbling t»«,*t. Kvery ear wa» turned to- 
ward the direction of tbe sound. Again it 
cuiiie, this time heavier and longer than be- 
fore; then again, nnd again. "What is it," 
flew from every month. '■ a salnte in honor of 
the arrival ol Gen. ■aOadc, or is it tbe open- 
ing of a battle ? ' And as the last solution flew 
along the column, the flushed looks, and tbe 
lengthened stride, told bow the sought for 
hour was welcomed, and but few thought of 
the many that were hurrying to their death. 

It was' hut a gloomy prospect that settled 
down with night u|K>n the Army of the Ten- 
nessee. Defeated at every point, and regi- 
ment after regiment completely routed; the 
small part of the army which still preserved 
its formation stubbornly fell back until a 
mere turn of tbe bead revealed the river in 
tiieirrear, its lvuiks covered with tcrrifiel 
stragglers. At tb:« line sullenly fell back, 
step by step, thcio run mi tall, gaunt fig- 
ure flitting about it which* has become histo- 
ric. Her. i lure, t very where, cheering on his 
men; now disentangling his long legs from 
the deal horse beneath him; now swinging 
him«elf into another saddle, and again rolling 
in Uie dust beneath tbe weight of another 
charger -iri'g^lin^' in the death agony; seat- 
ed on a stump, pipe in mouth, giving 
orders, as the eurgeon bound up his 
shattered hand: be was tbe spirit 
which resisted the crushing strength of the 
enemy and saved the army from destruction. 
For weeks after, while the flash of the baffle 
was still on them, the crimson glow on the 
fugitive's cheek, and the bearfy sbout of tbe 
brave soldier who bail done his duty, told, as 
he passed them, of tbe heroic dat.n.. o" "Old 
Sherman.'* 

By five o'clock General Nelson had reached 
the scene ot action, but bail hardly gotten his 
division in position when fhe euemy ceased 
their attack, intimidated by the heavy gun 
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; ers upon which they wen- cora|iellcd to stand, 
I or at UMl lo sit down; and upou reaching 
, I'ltt.sl.urg Landing were hurried lo the battle- 
i field and into the fight. Now, after long hours 
] of bard lighting they sank down ujion the 
wet ground completeiv exhausted. 

But on«- brigade of Wood's division reached 
the field in time to paiticipale in Mie action, 
-nd then it was only lo join in the pursuit. 
Tlioin i firitUM did not arrive until the fol- 
lowing morning. General llalleck arrived 
soon liter and assumed command of the three 
armies which he collected in front of Corinth, 
and commenced his o|icrations against thai 
plan . Although tine of the greatest victories 
in the war. the fruits of the battle of Shiloh 
wcte not many. It was premature — hronght 
tin un idvi- dlv by Gen. Grant's nrmy licing 
thrown aeio- - the Tennessee river. Thougn 
without ti u its, what was done was almost 
incredible. The army of the Ohio had never 
ui fii'ight ■ battle, fhe men reached the field, 
worn out by mar- hing and want of sleep. 
Thai ra nched up from the river through a 
lanftfVcd crowd of cowardly stragglers, who 
shouted to them as they passed of the horrors 
tint awaited them. Without food and without 
water, they fought all dav, recovered what 
wa> lost, and gained a gloriou- victory. 

Bui three of tin- batteries Mong to General 
Uut II s army were present on the field. Men- 
dcnhaH s was the first upon the ground, and 
was truly flying artillery, |Hiuriug destruction 
u|mn the enemy at every |<oiut. Terrill, the 
Christian warrior, who has since yielded his 
lite to his country, arrived soon after Ibe ac- 
tion btajuatja M outlay morning. ''WbereTer- 
riil's Napoleons |H>iuted there silence fol- 
low-'l. and many a stately tree upon the field 
of Shiloh will even now s|ieak of the ravages 
of tho»e same "Napoleons. 

The battle of Shiloh ended with the dav; 
and at night the rain |ioun-d down uiion the 
"iving but exhausted forms stretched by lite 
amp tires, and washed back the clammy hair 
from the dead man's glazed eyes which seemed 
lobe vacantlv staring ut the" heavens as if to 
follow the flight of the liberated spirit which 
had left tbe dull clay behind it.

For tbe last two days there has been a'very 
important, and, in soinu particulars, a very re- 
markable case before the Military Commission 
now in ses-ion at this post, the court consist- 
ingof Major II. W. ( W a ter, 7 2d Illinois; Capt 
A A.Clark, II lib Illinois, and Lient. L. S 
Strickland, MHh V . S. Infantry. Judge W 
II. Lauder, attorney for the t Government, and 
Judge Buntek for the prisoner. The case, 
briefly stated, is this: On the night ol the U»th 
ot November, lbOl, tbe jail of May-field, Ky., 
was entered by a -pi id of rebel troops, or, as 
it appeared in evidence, by a gu ird of eighteen 
men, detailed for ih*t purpose. The guard 
being in command of Capt. Pell, while the 
prisoner, James II. Husbands, formed part of 
tbe detail. Tiie jail was entered, and one 
James F. Conner taken therefrom, and, w hile 
on the road to Camp Beauregard, fifteen miles 
from the jail, said Conner was killed— shot and 
bayoneted. On the 10th of October, lW. 
Capt. James H. Husbands was made ■ prison* 
of war and sent to Louisville, and was therf 
placed u[ion a cartel for exchange. While at 
Cairo, on his w ay to Vicksburg, he was ar- 
rested for the murder of Conner and sent to 
this post for trial. 

The case being called, "Knifed Statei 
James H. Husbands, for the murder of J. F 
Connor, ' the counsel for the prisoner filed the 
following protest, and claimed that the Court 
ha.1 no jurisdiction in the case, at the sam 
time expressing a willingness to go on wit 
the trial, provided tbe protest be entered I 
part of the record ot the Court. Judge Lan 
der. for the Government, expressed himself 
somewhat surprised at the protest, and wt 
unwilling to < to on with the case until tl 
Court bad first decided tbe question of juri 
diction. A fter due deliberation tbe Court de 
cided that it had jurisdiction nnd the trial 
went on.

MtCook s division, after 
coolly re. t-iviug lln-ir hrst aM.-n k. steadily ad- 
vaii.-ed. sweeping every Miing before il. Th 
enemy, perceiving McCook * strength, direct- 
ed their main attack upon Nelson nnd Crit- 
tenden, with the hope of being able to turn 
our left. Rut again and again were they re 
pulsed. Thus the fight raged for hour afle 
hour, until both sides were well nigh ex 
h-iusted. Gathering themselves for a might v 
effort tin enemy came on once more. Crit- 
tenden's men wavered, but down the fr 
of his line rode Crittenden, and his men, rr- 
a«sured. stood their ground. Again the enemy 
came on. nothing daunted; our line swaved 
t.. and fro l.eneath the storm like the long 
surf swell on a lieaten shore, but there was 
an iron band lichind it which held it sternlv 
to its work. Many a soldier turned an anx 
ious glance to the rear; but tbe erect, soldier 
like form and eool.pierringeye. which bespoke 
the one mind directing the whole, of their 
commanding General, gave them new hope 
and new energy. The dash of Shiloh was 
soonovr, it b- am.-th- tedious a tuk of death 
This fa.-iug death for tine weary hour aft 
another called fori h the true soldier coura^ 
Well miv the Array of the OJjio I* proud 
the field of Shiloh. Weil may tbev cherisl 
the nsm"s of Buell. McCook. Nelson, Critten- 
den, Rousseau, and a host of other -, who on 
that day won the army s first laureUand saved 
the honor of that flag which tl, ,, bad camel 
so nobly. 

To t!ie right of McCook was posted the 
remnant of the army of the Tennessee, and 
with them the battle raged with e«jual fierce- 
ness. Sherman wa* still on the field, leading 
o,i the bold, and denouncing those w ho In -i 
tated to tbliow him. On the river bank wa 
one indescriliable scene of confusion among 
the ■Mil terrified stragglers from the battle of 
the day before. Cowards there were amon 
Uiein. who, just sufficiently recovered from 
th it fright to rememlwr their own dastardly 
lehavior, sought to intimidate the fresh 
troops gaily inarching to the field, by predict 
lag ■ fate" like their own, or one like tha 
of their more worthy comrades who were 
stretched upon tbe field of honor. An 
among that trembling crowd were officer: 
.ringing beneath the gaze of those hurrying 
to their salvation, and yet making no effort 
to redeem what they had lost. 

At 4 o'clock in the afternoon, the enemy, 
finding themtelres defeated and driven hack at 
every point, commenced to draw off thei 
force. Tbey were soon all in full retreat, leav 
ing their dead and wounded tt|ion the field

I that in .-aid agreement and compact afore- 
said there wit3 no reservation of any right or 
claim Ui hold any prisoner of war or to deny 
lo him the privilege of parole or exchange for 

or on account of nnv ->ip| .1 or alleged 

crimes committed antecedent to the date of 
said compact. 

That on the 16th day of October, IMS, this 
irotestaut wa- taken as a prisoner of war at 
lot kcastle county, Ky., wii3 taken thence to 
Loui-ville, Ky., and was there placed among 
many other prisoners belonging to the army 
of the Confederacy in a cartel to lie sent to 
Vicksburg, in the Stale of Mississippi, for the 
purjioie of being regularly exchanged pursu- 
ant to the compact ami agreement above 
named. And that, when at Cairo, 111., on his 
way to Vicksburg, he was, in violation of said 
compact, detained by tbe military authorities 
ol that Jiost, aud scut here for trial. He claims 
the benefit of said compact and agreement 
ibove mentioned, and protests that "he ought 
at once lo le sent ou to Vicksburg, according 
to (he cartel above named. 

There was no feajutttW evidence goine to show- 
that the prisoner was present at tbe killing of 
Connor. All the evidence was circurastan 
tial. Quite a number of witnesses were ex- 
amined, the sura of which was lhat the pris- 
oner was at the hotel in Mayfield, and lhat 
he informed the witnesses that Connor was lo 
lie taken under guard to camp, but that he 
.should not be hurt. But Connor was killed 
In tbe argument, Judge Lander referred to 
several principles of law bearing upon the 
case, and insisted that the evidence was suffi- 
cient to show that the prisoner was directly 
or indirectly rcsjionsible for the death of Con- 
nor. 

For the prisoner. Judge Bullock claimed 
thnt the evidence showed that the prisoner 
was in Mayfield. ten miles from the spot, when 
the murder was committed: thai long after 
the guard had gone w ith Conner, the prisoner 
was at the hotel, and in no wnyYould he have 
bud any connection with the murder. The 
arguments pro and con were able and lengthy 
During the argument the counsel for the 
prisoner introduced what is called the 
'•plea of Tompulsion," and read several 
extracts from a volume on "Military Law 
and Courts Martial by Renel, a late pro- 
fessor of ethics at West Point, showing that 
a sttliordinatc officer mustoliey the orders of a 
superior officer under penalty of death, or such 
other pnni.'hment as a court-martial may iu 
flict. The counsel for the Government con- 
tended that if t h e oflicers iu command of the 
gua^d were acting under any orders at all 
that su.-h orders were unlawful, and that no- 
where in the bwks is there anything lojii-tify 
a subordinate in executing an unlawful order 
He illustrated ibis position by saying, that if 
an officer =>i|>crior in command ordered a s 
ordinate lo put a man in a skill', to float down 
a river, that it would not, la-rhaps, be an un 
just or unlawful Ml for tbe subordinate lo 
. ■ ute the order; but if there was a tearful 
c ita:act below, then it would l»e an unlawful 
order, and a criminal act to cxe- ute it. 

The case was then submitted to th? Court, 
and, as its decision is secret, I cannot inform 
you of the result. 

In giving these proceedings to the world, 
the question of jurisdiction, if proiierly dis- 
cussed bv lawyers and editors, as it doubtless 
will Le, may make it a very important one 
Has a Military Commission the power to ar- 
raign lieforeits tribunal for trial a prisoner of 
war accused of an offence against tbe statute 
Uwsof the land previous to the promulgation 
of the cartel for the exchange of prisoners ?

he convention shall then proceed in the same 
manner from among the remaining candidates 
to elect a Yice President of the United States, 
when it may ascertain the voting for Presi- 
dent nnd Vice President; that all candidates 
but two have t«?en dropped, balloting lietween 
hem may. if necessary, to make au election, 
ontinue two days longer, and it then no can- 
idate shnll have received the required numlier 
of votes, the officers presiding over the conven- 
tion shall report the state of facts to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, and it 
shall thereupon pronounce which of the two 
candidates shall fill the office.

HOC8E. 

Mr. Wickliffe introduced a bill for the pro- 
tection and reiief of loyal citizens whose 
property and slaves have been taken, seized, 
and abstracted by officers of the army of the 
United States. Referred to the Judiciary 
Committee. 

Mr. Yan Wick introduced a bill to provide 
for the immediate |>ayinent of clothing lost in 
the service by soldiers of the United States. 
Also, a bill increasing the pay of privates, non- 
commissioned officers, and musicians. Both 
bills were referred to the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs. 

Sir. Stevens introduced a bill to indemnify 
President Lincoln an 1 other persons for sus- 
pending the privilege of tbe writ of habeas 
rpus, and tor all acts done in pursuance 
thereof. The bill is the same as that offered 
last week. 

Mr. Yallandigham objected to reading the 
hill a second time, and therefore, under rule, 
the question occurred shall the bill be rejected. 
The House refused to reject— 34 against 00. 
The bill was then read a second time 

Mr. Stevens then asked that the bill should 
be put upon its passage. Main question or- 
dered — H against 47. 

Mr. Olin expressed surprise that any objec- 
tion should lie made to postponement, when 
an opportunity for its discussion could be af- 
forded. If postponed until Thursday, it could 
lie cxamineti with care and wisdom, which the 
house should bring to lavar ujion the subject. 
What he objected to especially was that a 
ore of such great importance, and upon 
winch there was such diversity of opinion, 
should be huiriedly thrust through the House. 
The President bad authority by law to exer- 
e all the fBWW he had exercised with re- 
gard lo the writ of habeas corpus. He con- 
curred wilh the gentleman from Pennsylvania 
(Stevens), lhat a bill of this character was 
proper; but, while he should regret to see the 
bill hurrie I through without ten mem'iers 
knowing it3 provisions, it was discreditable to 
the House and the country, and he should feel 
nsh-imcd to return to his constituents and say 
that Congress had passed an act without per- 
mitting a word, yea or nay, to be said on the 
■nhhji t. He hoped, for the credit of the House 
and tbe country, lhat the matter would be 
postponed. 

Mr. Holman moved to lay the bill on the 
table. Not carried— 15 to 88. 

Mr. Stevens explained that it was not his 
intent on to put the bill on its passage, as be 
desired an amendment, in order that those who 
had I een imprisoned illegally might have their 
remedy. 

Mr. Stevens, in further explanation, said he 
doubted the authority of the President to sus- 
jiend the hal>cas corpus, except from absolute 
necessity during recess. He held that Con- 
gress \x i - the -over"i.jn power. n"t the Presi- 
dent. He hail carefully copied the bill from 
precedents of Knglish Parliament for the last 
two cetituiies, not adding a word except what 
was necessary. Under the present circum- 
stances of the countrv, tbe President was jus- 
tified in exercising the power at the time of 
our extrcmest peril, when traitors were found 
in every household and township North and 
South. The bill passed — N again3t 45.

Dist'ovKRY op a Union Plot in Texas. — 
Execution of ahout Fijty of the J'artiet Im 
plicated.— A week or two ago we gave a brief 
uci ount of the trouble in Look couny, grow- 
ing out of the discovery of a treasonable plot 
to surrender that portion of the State to Fed- 
eral authority. Uook count v is a border 
county, contiguous to the Indian Territory, 
and is thinly inhabited, a great portion of the 
settlers being originally from Ohio and Indi- 
ana. Itseeius there was a secret organization 
formed, having signs, grips, and passwords. 
The members were sworn to secrecy, and 
those found worthy were intrusted with three 
degrees. The Hrst degree bound the member 
to secrecy and to avenge a brother member* 
blood. The second degree was confined to 
robbing, jay haw king, ic. The third contem- 
plated the re-establishment of the old I'nion 

by some means the whole plot was discov 
ered and created intense excitement. About 
seventy men were arrested, the most of them, 
we understand, low characters, with here and 
there a man of limited influence. About 
twenty-four of these were tried and executed, 
when the community was freshly excited by 
tbe intelligence that the son of a hotel-keeper 
at Gainesville (whose name we do not recol- 
lect) had been waylaid nnd assassinated sev 
eral miles from town. 

Colonel William 0. Young and several oth- 
ers went out to get the body, but had not 
n ached the spot w ben some one in ambush 
shot Young through the head, killing him in 
stantly. buch was the exasperation caused 
by these assassinations that the community 
hung several others. 

The numlier executed in Cook county, at 
last accounts, reached forty-two, and two oth- 
ers were shot in attempting to make their es- 
cape. The extent of the plot was not known, 
but it was not supposed to be very extensive. 
How could it be when there are probably not 
a thousand l uion men (if so many) in the 
State? It was traced, however, to Grayson 
county; some few arrests have been made 
Sherman, and one man was condemned to 
hung. Others, it was expected, would 
summarily dealt with. 

Since writing the foregoing, it is rumored 
that several jiersons have been hung in Gray 
son county, nnd among them a Dr. Lively.

Two bridges were finished opposite the city 
when the troops immediately t»egan to cros 
over.

The fog began to disappear early in the 
morning, affording an unobstructed view of 
our own and the reliels' |iosi'ions. 

It being evident that the first ridge of hills 
in the rear of the city, on which tbe enemy 
had his guns posted behind works, c ould not 
he carried except by a charge of infantry, Gen. 
Sumner assigned that duty to Gen. French's 
division, which was sufaajsjtei by General 
Howard's. 

The troops advanced to their works at ten 
minutes before twelve at a brisk run, the ene- 
my s guns opening upon them a very rapid 
fire. When within musket range, at the base 
of the ridge, our troo|« met a terrible fire 
from the rebel infantry, which were posted 
behind a stone wall and some houses on tbe 
right of the line. This checked the advance of 
our men, and they Cell back to a small ravine, 
but not out ot musket range. 

At this time another body of men moved to 
their assistance in splendid style. Notwith- 
standing large gaps were made in their ranks 
by the rebel artillery when our troo(is arrived 
at the first line of tbe reliel defences, they 
double-iiuicked. and with fixed Iwyonets en- 
eavored to dislodge the rebels from their 
biding places.

Governor Brown, of Oeorgia, acting under 
authority of the Legislature of that State, has 
seized from ?:i0O,noo to | Pio.ooo w orth of 
goods in Augud i, for the use of the soldiers, 
to be paid for, of ftftsjfftn. at reasonable rates. 
It has tamed great excitement. 
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fcajr Ceo. P. Kane, ex-Marshal of Balti- 
more, who was arrested more than a year ago 
and sent to Foit Warren, from which he has 
been recently released, jmblishes ft violent at- 
tack u|>on the Secretary of State for having 
deprived him of his liberty. Whatever may- 
be said or thought of arbitrary arrests, ex- 
Marshal Kane has unquestionably suffered 
less punishment than he deserved. He is a 
known traitor, and his arrest was for treason. 
Va the evening after the massacre of the Mas- 
sachusetts volunteers in the streets of Balti- 
more by those reliel sympathizers who were 
resolved that no military force should pass 
through that city for the defence of Washing- 
ton, he telegraphed as follows to ft prominent 
rebel at Frederick, Md . who soon afterwards 
led a band of Maryland traitors to join the 
rebel forces in Virginia:

An interesting question arises as to what 
was the pro|>er duty of the D. S. Government 
in that case. Here was a leadiug, active, and 
very influential rebel engaged in rallying 
armed men to resist th? passage of l'. S. troops 
through Baltimore. To allow him and others 
like him to proceed unopposed in their trea- 
sonable work would itself have been no better 
than treason. To allow tbe operation of the 
writ of habeas corpus would have l>cen to per- 
mit Kane to proceed with imp-unity in bis 
operations against the Government. And, if 
Kane sense had been submitted to a jury, there 
would not have lieen the remotest possibility of 
his punishment, for there was so large a propor- 
tion of violent rebels among the population of 
Baltimore, that no jury could have been 
found lo render a verdict against a rebel 
for any act of treason, however heinous 
or however conclusively established. Tbe 
only alternative before the national authorities 
was either to let Kane and his accomplices 
muster whatever armed forces they pleased for 
the murder of loyal troops and the practice of 
treason in all other conceivable ways, or to 
take the res|>onsibility of thrusting them by 
tbe strong arm of Executive power where they 
could do no mischief. And we don't believe 
that in this case the Government chose the 
wrong branch of the alternative, for Baltimore 
was a place, in which, at such a crisis as then 
existed, the most vigorous enforcement of a 
vigorous policy was absolutely indispensable 
to the safety of the Republic. 

If Rlnnton Duncan and John Tompkin3, 
when one was parading his rebel regiment 
through the streets of Louisville, and the 
other advertising for recruits at his rebel re- 
cruiting station in our city, had been arrested, 
and the operation of the habeas corpii I been 
permitted, both of thera would at once have 
been discharged as guilty of no offence, for 
Judge Monroe, who would have officiated 
the case, was a hitter rebel who looked upon 
treason as loyalt y and soon afterwards fled t 
the Southern Confederacy, and, if they bad 
been indicted and tried by a jury, we all know 
that there would have been no earthly chance 
of their conviction, no matter what the proof 
against tbem, for there was enough of 
fierce treason in our city to render jury 
trials for treason Ihe most utter mockery on 
earth. Nevertheless they ought to have been 
arrested in their proceedings and punished. 
And if the Government, in view of the very 
critical condition of things then existing in 
Kentucky, in view of the fact that the destiny 
of this State and or other States depended 
perhaps upon the events then in rapid pro- 
gress, had seized those pestilent traitors and 
held them for a period in custody, it would in 
our opinion have lieen doing no wrong either 
o individuals or to the country. 

We ceitainly have no regrets to waste on 
the confinement of Kane and of such as he. 
What in this relation we deem unfortunate 
is that the President, when Congress next 
met, did not communicate tbe instances in 
which he bad felt constrained by the recess of 
Congress and by the extraordinary circum- 
stances of tbe time to suspend the privilege of 
the writ of habrai corpw, ask indemnity for 
the violation of law involved in this necessary 
assumption of power, and recommend that 
Congress pursuant to the constitution au 
thorize bim to suspend the privilege of the 
writ under such limitations as might be held 
proper. It cannot be doubted that Congress 
would have yielded at once to an application 
like this. Then the irregularities of the past 
would have been cured, and the possibility of 
future irregularities would have been 
moved. Then, moreover, we should never 
have heard of the strange doctrine of the con 
stitutionnl right of the President to suspend 
the privilege of the writ, which, whether 
om misguided patriotism or from courtier- 
ship or from both, has since sprung up 
and flourished in some degree amongst 
us, to the great amazement and regret 
of the enlightened men of the land. We 
think the President in omitting to pursue this 
course fell into a serioui error; and Con- 
gresi in neglecting unasked to authorize 
the President to suspend the privilege of the 
writ committed another seriou3 error. 

We see, however, that Congress at lost is 
about to correct this error, ft bill for the pur- 
pose amongst other purposes having passed 
Ihe Houre of Representatives on Monday last, 
though, we are sorry to say, wilh such grave 
defects as to repel the conservative v ote in that 
liody. The bill indemnifies the President and 
all officers acting under his direction, which 
is right enough, but it also deprives the party 
of hi3 civil remedy, which is not right, nor is 
it regular in bills of indemnity. Besides, the 
bill does not confess the illegality of the acts 
involved, which is likewise irregular, and, 
though not perhaps under all the circumstances 
an insuperable objection, is to ho regretted. 
There are still other objections to the bill. We 
hope it will be so amende 1 and improved in 
the Senate a? to receive the unanimous sup- 
port of that liody. It was unfortunately pressed 
through the House without the opportunity of 
debate.

During last night and this forenoon the reb- 
els have considerably extended their works 
and strengthened their positions. Large bodies 
of troops are now to be seen where but few 
were to be found yesterday. 

Those killed yesterday while charging 
the enemy's works, remain where they fell. 
When attempting tbeir removal, last night, 
the rebels opened fire with infantry. The 
wounded have all l>een p-moved from Ihe 
held, and all the dead obtained thus far 
.<re now being buried. The indications 
are that no decisive battle will be fought to- 
d-iy unless the enemv should bring on USC en- 
gagement, which they will not pio'iablydo. 

New Yobk, Dec. 14. 

A special to the Tribune from .Nashville on 
the I Jlli sayl Brigadier-General Stanley re- 
turned this evening from a aasaaasj enterprise 
into Dixie. He lelt our Iront yesterday by the 
Franklin pike with ft strong force of cavalry 
and disturbed the enemy early in the day, 
fighting a considerable cavalry force and driv - 
ing them across the country.

After destroy- 
ing flouring mills and other property useful to 
thj rebels the expedition returned, losing only 
one man. l i ve reMs, including one Lieu- 
tenant, were killed, ten wounded, twelve tak- 
eo prisoners, and a large lot of horses captured.
